WASHINGTCN, | Nov, 17 (AP) 


Defense Secretary James V. For- 
réstal said today the United States 
Marine force at Tsingtao, China, 
will be increased by 1000 Marines. 

He also told a press conference 


that two transports are going into 
Chinese ports, one tomorrow and 
one Friday, to remove Americans 
fleeing from the path of advanc- 
ing Chinese Communist forces. 

There are at present about 3600 
Marines stationed at Tsingtao. 
The intention is to increase this 
to 4600. 

Forrestal was asked if the Ma- 
rines would “fight” Communist 
forces if they seize the city. 

“Il wouldn't want to comment 
on that.” he said. “Their purpose 
is to aid in whatever steps are 
necessary for evacuation” (of 
Americans.) 

Asked if the Marines would be 
ordered to withdraw if the Com- 
munists advanced on the city, For- 
restal replied that would be a 
matter for the State Department 
to decide. 

After the conference, some de- 
fense department officials were 
under the impression Forrestal 
meant the transports would leave 
the West Coast tomorrow, but the 
Navy Bureau of Ships said one 
transport is arriving at Shanghai 
tomorrow and a second is due at 
a China port on Friday.

HINESE REDS SAID 


TO BE REGROUPING,

NANKING, Nov. 17 (AP)—The 
Government asserted today 90,000 
casualties were inflicted on Reds 
82 east of Suchow, gateway 

to Nanking. 

Official and pro-Government re- 
ports. buoyed the capital. But 
skeptics, mindful of other Govern- 
ment claims at Tsinan, Chinhsien 
and Mukden just before they fell 
to the Reds, waited for more in- 
formation. 

These points, however, ap- 
peared true on the basis of infor- 
mation here: 

1. The Chinese air force blunt- 
ed Red attacks across the open 
country. east of Suchow, 200 
miles northwest of the capital. 

2. Gen. Huang Po-tao’s Sev- 
enth Army Group, which was 
isolated east of Suchow, lost 
more than half of its full 
strength of four armies. It sur- 
vived repeated attacks and still 
is in the field. Its abflity to 
take and give punishment heart- 
ened other Government units. 

3. The Executive Yuan or- 
dered martial law extended to 
Tsingtao, site of the American 
naval base in the western Pa- 
cific. The order goes now to 
President Chiang Kai-shek for 
implementation. The action fol- 
lowed the application of martial 
law to Nanking, Shanghai and 
Suchow. 

4. Gen Pai Chung-hsi’s four 
national armies from Hankow 
approached the Pukow-Suchow 
railroad from the west after a 
forced march of 180 miles. 

The effectiveness of Gen. Pai's 
troops in bolstering Suchow’s de- 
fenses was undetermined since at 
least two Red columns paralleled 
them across the countryside. 

Digging Trenches in Hankow. 
Hankow reports said thousands 

of workers there were digging 
trenches outside the city as addi- 
tional defenses to Communist 
raids. 

Qualified observers here hold’ 
the opinion the Reds were re- 
grouping for another assault in- 
stead of being on the run. Most 
Chinese expressed doubt that the 
Suchow “victory” was as sweeping 
as pictured by the newspapers and 
Government. But it appeared that

COPENHAGEN, Denmark, Nov. 
17 (AP)—Mrs, Heby P. Hansen, 


8l-year-old recluse who died in 
her ramshackle apartment here 
three months ago, left an estate 
of 3,000,000 kroner ($600,000). It 
appeared today that a dairy 
worker in Chicago would inherit 
the money. 

The Danish treasury was about 
to take over the Money when 
Gunnard Eric Seaberg of Chicago 
entered a claim, saying he was 
the only living son of Mrs, Han- 
sen’s sister. 

K. A. Haak, Copenhagen attor- 
ney who is handling the Hansen 
estate, said Seaberg seems to be 
the legitimate heir. 


Authorities said Mrs. Hansen, 
who came from Stockholm, mar- 
ried a Copenhagen engineer about 
50 years ago. He died about 10 
years later, leaving the fortune. 
Since then Mrs. Hansen. had lived 
as a recluse. 


In Chicago Seaberg, $79-2a-week 
foreman of a dairy company, said 
yesterday he has been notified he 
is the sole survivor of Mrs. Han- 
sen and has inherited the $600,000. 
He is 58 years old. Dispatches 
from Copenhagen said he would 
have to live in Denmark to use 
the money because the Danish 
National Bank is expected to re- 
fuse to transfer the money 
abroad.

The disease is characterized. b 
infiltrations of both corneas, a 
causes inflammation and a blur- 
ring of vision. Glands in front 
of the ears frequently are en- 
larged. Duration of the ailment 
is usually one to two weeks. 

Because doctors know relative- 
ly little about virus diseases in 
general, the ophthalmologist was 
unable to give much advice about 
avoiding kerato-conjunctivitis. He 
suggested, however, avoidance of 
towels or other articles which 
have brushed against the eyes of 
persons suffering from the ail- 
ment. 


MAN ENDS HIS LIFE 


ST. PETERS IN ROME 


VATICAN CITY, Nov. 17 (UP) 
—A man identified as Pietro Pu- 
glieri, a 65-year-old attorney, 
climbed to the dome of St. Peter’s. 
Basilica today and leaped 164 feet 
to his death among thousands of 
worshipers in Christendom’s 
largest church. 

A moan went up from the wor- 
shipers as the body crashed on 
the mosaic floor in front of an 
altar. 

It was the second such act with- 
in six months in the church. Six 
months ago, an unemployed youth 
shot himself to death before the 
main altar. 

Pontifical gendarmes ran to the 
point at which the man fell and 
covered the body with a white 
shroud. Vatican authorities made 
a brief examination and the body 
then was taken to the chapel of 
St. Anne’s Church within Vatican 
City. 

As in the case of the previous 
suicide, the church was closed 
until it had been reconsecrated. 
This was done at 2:30 p.m. by 
Msgr. Leon Gromier, one of the 
altar canons.

Ewan Clague, commissioner of

Among these he listed rents, 
steel, automobiles and Marshall 
Plan exports. 


Clague spoke at a pee Pe 


arranged by the industrial council 
of the Chamber of Commerce. 

“At present,” he told 250 busi- 
ness executives, “our consumer 
prices have reached a peak and 
farm prices are, if anything, com- 
ing down. 

“At the same time a tremendous 
upward pressure is starting in 
commodities where there still ex- 
ists a heavy postwar demand.” 

Clague figured that “the gener- 
al economic outlook appears very 
favorable,” adding that industrial 
employment is at a record high 
with 46,000,000 holding jobs, a 


gain of 3,000,000 since the end of 


the war. 

He warned, however, that short- 
ages in skilled labor “will very 
likely occur on a greater scale 


than has been true since the war | 


years, and many employers in 


some areas. will find themselves | 


badly pinched for labor.” 
Returning to the consumer de- 
mand for commodities, 


predicted that some readjust- 


ments” will be made “in industries |

Bramuglia Sees Vishinsky. 

Bramuglia, on behalf of the six 
nations in the Security Council 
not directly involved in the quar- 
rel, conferred for nearly an hour 
today with Soviet Deputy Foreign 
Minister Andrei Vishinsky. who 
signed the Russian note to Lie 
and Evatt. 

He was reported to have relayed 
to Vishinsky the new “fluid for- 
mula” the six neutrals—Argentina, 
Belgium, Canada, China, Colom- 
bia and Syria—have prepared in 
their continuing effort to solve the 
Berlin question. 

Under this plan, the Berlin 
blockade would be eased gradual- 
ly and lifted completely by Dec. 
20. During this period, there 
would be negotiations on other 
points, chiefly the Berlin curren- 
cy problem. 

Lie and his aids are working 
on a study of the currency pro- 
blem, which is the key point to 
the Western-Russian differences 
in Berlin.

Prior to the recent election ru- 
mors persisted that the leftist 
unions might withdraw and con-

A. Wallace, but veterans of the 
labor unions called the turn by 
pointing out such action would 
demonstrate the weakness of the 
actual labor support back of Wal- 
lace. Under the existing situation 
the left-wing CIO unions are pro- 
tected as trade unionists by the 
parent organization although con- 
stantly under fire within the CIO 
for their ideological leadership. 
The AFL has not had such a prob- 
lem on a national scale. 

Unity Move by Petrillo. 

A concrete suggestion for iron- 
ing out differences—not only be- 
tween the AFL and CIO but the 
railroad brothedhoods, the Ma- 
chinists’ Union and other indepen- 
dent labor bodies—was advanced 
at the AFL convention by James 
C. Petrillo, head of the American 
Federation of Musicians. 

Petrillo, through a resolution, 
proposed creation of a nationa! 
labor board consisting of repre- 
sentatives of all labor groups to 
work toward a united labor move- 
ment. 

Petrillo, a potent factor in his 
own union, is not accounted one 
of the policy-makers of the AFL. 
His proposal, the Post-Dispatch 
learned, fell on unreceptive ears 
insofar as the influential members 
of the policy-rhaking AFL, execu- 
tive council were concerned. It 
was pointed out that unity resolu- 
tions afford merely lip service un- 
less implemented by positive ac- 
tion, 

In common with major AFL 
leaders with whom the writer dis- 
cussed prospects of labor unity, 
Secretary of Labor Maurice J. 
Tobin took a pessimistic view. He 
stated: 

“T would very much like to see 
it but beyond that I cannot say.”

THIRD-ROUND PAY INCREASE 


FOR CITY WORKERS DISCUSSED 


A thitd-round pay increase for 
city employes, increasing the city 
payroll by $1,796,088, or nearly 10 
per cent was discussed by the 
Civil Service Commission today, 
after a proposal to that effect was 
submitted by R. Elliott Scearce, 
personnel director. The Commis- 
sion decided to take up the matter 
with the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment. 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann has 
scheduled a meeting with labor 
union leaders for this afternoon, 
to discuss increases of pay for 
city employes who are in the craft 
classification, such as carpenters 
and electricians. A part of the 
Commission’s discussion was 
about the proposed increases for 
the craft employes. 

Commissioner Albert Schoenbeck 
criticised Scearce’s findings, say- 
ing that in five years the cost of 
personnel, on the city payroll, had 
increased from $11,162,000 to 318, 
455,867, the 1947-48 figure; and 
that nearly $6,000,000 of the in- 
crease represented pay rises, the 
rest being due to increase in per- 
sonnel. He said the proposed in- 
crease would accelerate the city’s 
movement into debt. Scearce re- 
plied with figures showing in- 
creased cost of living, from an 
index figure of 155.6 in October, 
1947, to 174.5 in September of this 
year.

We at Ford feel the Taft-Hartley 
law should be given a fair and 
lengthy trial before it is changed.” 

Bugas added: “The Taft-Hartley 
law has never interefered with our 
relations with the Auto Workers 
union. It has helped even up the 
bargaining atmosphere and given 
the employer a chance to fight for 
his point of view.” Y 

When will a customer fe able to 
go to a dealer and get delivery 
of an automobile immediately? 

“I would guess that it will be 
@ year and a half before that 
happens,” Ford replied. “But a 
customer can usually get a high- 
priced car today without waiting.” 

The backlog of orders is still 
around 2,000,000, Ford pointed out. 

He had this further comment: 

(1) On importation of British 
cars: “England has to earn some 
dollars and if ‘sale of British 
cars in the United States can 
help reduce the tax load on 
American citizens we'll keep on 
importing.” 

(2) On an automatic transmis- 
sion for Ford, Mercury and Lin- 
coln automobiles: “I wish we 
had an automatic transmission 
today. We have one under de- 
velopment and hope to have it 
in operation in the not-too-dis- 
tant future. It will have 50 per 
cent fewer parts than those now 
in use.” 

(3) On the congressional inves- 
tigation of car dealer activities: 
“We know that many dealers are 
unscrupulous. As long as a 
dealer has a chance to make 
easy money, he will. We don’t 
condone the practice and have 
fired 23 dealers for black mar- 
ket practices. We'll fire more if 
we catch them.”

Joseph W. Ganschinietz, who 
kept Richard T. Carter out of 
office for more than a year, to- 
day was appointed to the East St.

Right Foot Forward. 

66 "HERE'S: too much com- 

T merciatization and too 

much substitution in foot- 

ball and not enough good kick- 

ing,” the spry little man observed 

with the authority of a quarter- 
century of college coaching. 

Here as a sales representative 
for a chemical manufacturing 
company at the College of Sur- 
geons’ convention, W. C. (Bill) 
Raftery brought into a football 
bull-session the experience of 
eight years of coaching at Wash- 
ington and Lee and 16 at Vir- 
ginia Military Institute. 

J quit coaching in 1938 be- 
cause I didn’t want to wind up 
with ulcers, high blood pressure 
or a pair of scissors cutting out 
paper dolls,” Raftery cracked, 
adding, “But I'll never get tired 
of watching or talking football.” 

The former coach’s lament 

about commercialization and 
subsidization were understand- 
able and, of course, in keeping 
with controversies often in the 
news these days. But would he 
amplify his remarks about the 
poor kicking? 

“For one thing,” Raftery be- 
gan, “I can’t understand anyone 
punting to a safety man to give 
him a chance to run the ball 
back down’the kicking team’s 
throats, but you see that hap- 
pening all the time. Rather, 
you either see a punter getting 
off a picture-book beauty, a 
long high punt that can be 
handled, or slicing a 15 or 20- 
yard flubber off the side of his 
foot. And one type is as harm- 
ful as the other.” 

Well, did he think then that 
good kickers were born, not 
made? 

“Absolutely not,” Raftery 
snapped. “One of the greatest 
kickers of all time, Frank 
Carideo of Notre Dame, had 
short tight-bound legs, the kind 
you don’t look for in a kicker. 
Of course, he had the benefit of 
instruction from the greatest 
teacher of kicking technique I’ve 
ever seen—Leroy Mills.“

Kicking Em on a Dime, 

Or a Bit About Mills. 
ERHAPS you've heard about 
Mills. Never a football 
player at his alma mater, 

Princeton, Mills became inter- 
ested in kicking as a hobby, 
Raftery explained. At big col- 
lege games every weekend the 
New York attorney would fast-

placekickers and dropkickers. 


And after years of study he 
formulated his ideas into a book, 
“Kicking the American Foot- 
ball,” which Raftery recom- 
mended highly for young 
coaches and kickers. 

“In his early fifties, puffing 
a pipe and wearing street shoes, 
Roy would give exhibitions as 
well as instruction to my kick- 
ers at V.M.I.,a couple of days 
every fall,” Raftery said. “He’d 
stand at midfield and say he 
would kick five balls that would 
go inside the five-yard line but 
not over the goal-line. And he'd 
call his shot every time.” 

In brief, Mills’ technique was 
based on body balance, foot- 
work, proper handling and plac- 
ing of the ball on the instep 
and correct use of the leg as a 
lever. The method is illustrated 
in Mills’ book. The kicking in- 
structor died unexpectedly in 
1939. 

“He helped my kickers and 
many others,” Raftery recalled. 
“Since few persons have per- 
fect balance, he’d determine by 
blindfolding a boy and having 
him walk 50 yards whether the 
kicker listed a little to port or 
starboard, left or right. And the 
way you make allowances for 
wind while sighting in with a 
firearm, that’s how he’d have 
the kicker compensating for di- 


rectional pull while angling 
kicks out of bounds.” 

Did the former coach have 

any suggestions for a boy want- 

— to be a kicker or the aver- 
age fan watching a or * 

“Yes,” Raftery said. “Watch 
to see if the punter sends the 
low end-over-end kick into the 
wind and spirals the ball with 
the wind. And if he rocks back 
instead of striding forward after 
punting, you can bet he won't 
get any forward roll on the ball. 
It’s the roll that counts, too. 
“Right now in my fifties,” he 
added, “I could kick 60 yards 
under the Mills end-over-end 
system.” 

Now wait a minute, Coach. 

Raftery laughed. 41 mean it,” 
he said. Thirty yards in the air, 
30 yards on the forward roll. 
That makes 60 yards and, more 
important, no runback.”

PARIS, Nov. 17 (UP) —- Arab 
diplomats appealed to the United 
Nations today to scrap the year- 
vld partition of Palestine and 
deny the Jews an independent 
state.

Praising the Summersby Series 


„To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 
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_ Hearings on basing point prices are under way 
before a special committee of the Senate. The 
subject is obscure to many people but concerns 
everyone. Billions of dollars are involved. 


— 


The basing point system can best be ex- 


plained by an example. Suppose a commodity 


is produced both in St. Louis and New York and 


sold in Mexico, Mo. The price at Mexico is the 


St. Louis price plus the freight rate from St. 


Louis. The seller in New York meets this price 
even though his freight rate is much greater. In 
short, the price of the nearest mill and the 


freight rate from the nearest mill set a uniform 


price which is followed by all shippers to any 
given destination. 

This scheme is followed in several key indus- 
tries. They argue that it puts all buyers in any 
one place on an equal footing and that this is the 
very essence of capitalist enterprise. They con- 
tend that the system has been in use a long time 
and that to do away with it would destroy vast 
investments. 

The Federal Trade Commission contends that 
the basing point scheme eliminates competition 
in prices. Customers distant from the mill are 
charged too little for freight and those near the 
mill are charged too much, the commission holds. 
This enables old industrial districts in the East 
to dump their products into the South and West, 
hampering industrial expansion in these regions. 

The commission says the basing point system 
wastes transportation by encouraging purchases 
from distant mills instead of nearby mills. That 
it denies the buyer the chance to save money by 
using barge or truck instead of rail transporta- 
tion. And that it has made industries into power- 
ful cartels. 

The Supreme Court since 1945 has frowned 
more and more on the basing point. It favors 
pricing goods at the mill and letting the buyer 
provide the transportation. The court ordered 
the producers of glucose and cement to drop the 
basing point. After fighting for years, the steel 
industry recently dropped the basing point. 

Should the basing point be legalized- because 
vested interests have grown up in it? Many busi- 
nesses are in the plight of the St. Louis metal- 
ware manufacturer who testified that he is al- 
ready having to pay more freight on Pittsburgh 
steel and that his business will suffer if he in 
turn is prevented from paying part of the freight 
to send his product to distant parts of his na- 
tional market. . 

If steel becomes more expensive in St. Louis, 
that is an inducement to build more steel plants 
here. Branch factories can be opened. Busi- 
nesses will be much freer to seek larger markets 
through higher efficiency and lower prices. Mili- 
tary security will be served by presenting many 
small plants to attack instead of a few large 
ones. 

Most persons with opinions probably believe 
that the basing point is monopolistic and should 
go, but monopoly is the course of least resistance 
and free enterprise, like freedom itself, lives 
only by constant and difficult readjustments. 
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The Carter Carburetor employes’ contributions 
are in now in the Community Chest campaign. 
That ought to spark it. 
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In Fairness to Miss Mier 
The trouble which has resulted in the dis- 


charge of Miss Kathryn P. Mier from the post of 
state librarian is an unusual case. It does not 


represent misuse of state funds in the sense that , 


funds were spent for other purposes than library 
purposes. What Miss Mier did, according to 
Mrs. George A. Rozier, president of the Missouri 
Library Advisory Board, was to buy books valued 
at $25,000. These purchases were not authorized. 
Furthermore, she did not buy through the state 
purchasing agent. 

Apparently, this course grew out of Miss 
Mier’s zeal to get more and more books into 
bookmobile service in the remote rural sections 
of the state.

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Auto Gouges Beg for Controls 

Automobile prices are too high. They are so 
high that one sometimes wonders how so many 
people can afford new cars. Perhaps some really 
can’t. They need them in business, or they have 
other reasons for making the sacrifices necessary 
to acquire them. 

Their complaints are met with what has be- 
come just about the universal answer: Inflation. 
They are told that everything else is high. And 
so itis. But what hurts automobile buyers par- 
ticularly are the rackets and the gouges to which 
they must so often submit. 

Not only must they pay a high list price, but 
they must also buy unwanted accessories, or 
even pay a bribe. The “second-hand” car racket 
through which the value of a new car is often 
doubled just by driving it around the block— 
has become notorious, | 

These things being so, it probably was inevit- 
able that the Government should be drawn into 
the picture in one way or another. Just now 
New York’s Representative Macy and his special 
House Committee on Unfair Price Practices are 
looking into the auto salesrooms and the “used” 
car lots. What they are finding is every bit as 
bad as it was expected to be. Macy says that car 
buyers have been. milked of more than $750,000,- 
000 over and above the list value of their pur- 
chases. That represents an enforced waste of 
purchasing power which the American economy 
may badly need some dap. |

So, while Southwestern Bell and the Missouri 
Public Service Commission are considering 
whether a reasonable profit is nearer 4% or 
612 per cent, Western Electric is drawing at this 
year’s rate profits around 20 per cent, some of 
which are actually profits of Southwestern Bell 
which have been turned over to Western Electric 
in prices for equipment, engineering, . installa- 
tion and repair. - : 

A complete investigation would cost $1,000,000, 
the association of commissioners estimates, but 


no one knows any better how amply it would be 


repaid. Merely by the preliminary investigation 
which it is now reporting on; the association has 
prodded Western Electric into price reductions 
of 5 per cent last January and 3.6 per cent last 
June, amounting in all to $70,000,000 a year.

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A Fine Piece of Journalism 

Its more occasional and casual readers prob- 
ably never think that the New Yorker’s forte is 
magnificent journalism. What they expect of it 
are funny drawings and bits of short fiction that 
are an antidote for the happy-ever-afterward pat- 
tern of the magazines which reckon their circu- 
lation by the millions. 


Yet the brilliant fact is that the New Yorker 
has to its credit a list- of journalistic feats, both 
profound and clever. Examples are John Hers- 
ey's story of Hiroshima, some of E. B. White's 
editorial paragraphs, many of the “profiles,” and 
almost any of the wartime letters from its cor- 
respondents abroad. 2 

This week the New Yorker has again distin- 
guished itself. It has published a book review 
by A. J. Liebling, a review of “Hearings Before 
the Committee on Un-American Activities 
(United States Government Printing Office, 
Washington, 1948, 878 pages, $1.75).” 

This is a book which every American really 
ought to read. Here is the full story of one 
of the most disgraceful incidents in congression- 
al history. The newspapers covered the open 
sessions fairly well, but this book also contains 
verbatim reports of what went on behind closed 
doors. It pulls things into perspective. And, 
in doing so, it reveals eommittee members—in 
their own words—as unbelievably unworthy of 
representing the American people. 

Mr. Liebling’s article is as stanch a support of 
decency and freedom as one could hope for.

The good citizens of Oregon, many of 

them as cofiservative and as Republican 
as they come, voted their state into bank- 
ruptcy on Nov. 2. 
They didn’t do it intentionally. They 
were bamboozled. They fell for the Pied 
Piper chant of the Townsendites and the 
professional old-age pensioners, 

They're like the folks who voted for the 
“ham and eggs” philosophy in California 
some years ago. And those who believed 


. that Huey Long could make “Every Man a 


King” in Louisiana. 


On election day there was “pie in the 
sky,” free for the asking. But on the cold 
day after, the villain realism was foreclos- 
ing the mortgage, Oregon has been reeling 
ever since. 

It happened like this. The old-age pen- 
sion. crowd got a referendum on the bal- 
lot through the initiative process. The lead- 
ers drew the question —some 60 of them. 
It was supposed to be plain and unam- 
biguous. With 60 authors, of course, it 
couldn't be. But, anyhow, no one paid 
much attention to the question. 

The sponsors said it would up the present 
pension for the deserving from $47 to $50 
a month, and about everybody agreed this 
was the right thing to do. A few news- 
papers issyed a warning, The politicians, 
like the rabbits so many of them are, said 
nothing. : 


The Roof Falls In 


So Oregon voted. Yes overwhelmingly on 
the pension. No other referendum ques- 
tion, and there a number of them, at- 
tracted such a vote. Tom Dewey got about 
247,000 votes, the pension plan over 300,000. 


It took a day or so, even then, before 
the voters found out what they had done. 
State officials sounded the first bad news 
after major investment houses notified 
the Treasurer. that they were withdrawing 
bids on state bonds because the state had 
just decided to go insolvent. 


Here’s what Oregon had voted—a meas- 
ure to pay $50 a month pension to all men 


1 


over 65 and all women over 60, regardless 


of need, with absolutely no provisions to 
raise the money. 

Statisticians quickly informed the star- 
tled citizens that, under such a law, the 
number of old-age pensioners could climb 
Eo 23,000 to 175,000. They said the maxi- 

um pension bill could be $9,000,000 a 
month, just three times what is now spent 
on all state activities. 

Repercussions came 80 fast as to make 
the Oregonlan's head swim. Pension seek- 
ers deluged offices around the state to file 


their applications for “the gravy.” The 
veterans’ affairs division, depending on the 
money from new bond issues, ‘held up its 
program. Municipalities and schools were 
advised to withhold issuance of bonds. 


The Federal Social Security Board told 
state officials that federal funds to Oregon 
would be withheld until the situation was 
clarified. This resulted in the state having 
to notify old-age pensioners that there 
would be no checks for December. 


Tax experts said that a real estate tax 
of more than 33 mills would be required 
to foot the new pension bill. 


After three days like this, the pension 
leaders came out of the storm cellars and 
said it was all a mistake. The top medi- 
cine man, one Joe E. Dunne, said they 
hadn’t meant it at all the way it came out. 
All they wanted, he insisted, was to call 
the attention of the people to the plight of 
the present pensioners and get the monthly 
payments upped to $50. 


No Time, to Be Patronizing 


He urged that the Supreme Court, the 
Legislature, or just anybody, do something 
fast to get the state out of the hole. He, 
of course, feared that all pensions would 
fail. 

A little order has been restored by a 
decision of the Attorney General that the 
referendum question was so confusing as 
to make its results inoperative, This, to 
all effects, cancels everything until the 
Legislature or the Supreme Court can act. 
The general feeling in Oregon now is that 
if the Legislature will up the present pen- 
sioners to $50, the whole referendum will 
be forgotten just as soon as possible. 


Here in Wisconsin, thousands of miles 
away; it is easy to look with scorn at the 
Oregon mixup and say, “How silly!” But 
let us not be too patronizing. After all, it 
is only a few weeks ago that Wisconsin 
Republicans nominated some candidates 
for state offices in a way that certainly 
showed little understanding. 

California has just approved a new old- 
age security measure that may cost $125,- 


000,000 a year and is an open invitation to 


the nation’s aging people to migrate there 
and collect $75 a month after a few years 
of residency. Colorado is devoting so much 
money to pensions that all other state serv- 
ices are suffering. 

The pension drive is on in every state. 
Apparently, under the guise of meeting the 
need for raising the regular old-age pen- 
sions somewhat, the pension propaganda 
boys are out to make a killing.“ And 
they will make a. killing, unless a state 
keeps its eyes open.

A Posthumous Defense 


THE DIARY OF PIERRE LAVAL, With an Introduction 
by His Daughter, Josee Laval, Countess R. de Cham- 
brun, (Charlies Scribner's Sons, New York, 240 
Pages, ) 

That history should reverse the judg- 
ment passed on Pierre Laval, former Pre-. 
mier of France, by his own countrymen 
is hardly to be expected, It may, however, - 
modify the verdict. The clues to such pos- 
sible softenings are in this book, 


It is not a diary as, the title indicates, 
but rather the defense which the swarthy 
little man in the white tie had hoped to 
present at his trial. This he was not per- 
mitted to do. His judges and jurors did 
not set an example of disinterested justice. 
That probably was too much to expect so 
Shortly after the Liberation. So he was 
sentenced on Oct. 9, 1945, and shot six 
days later. 


Laval’s plea is a stout “Not Guilty!” He 
says: “I have never hesitated, when the 
welfare of our country was at stake, to 
assume the risk and expose myself to bitter 
ingratitude and unpopularity.” The German 
invasion and the creation of the Petain © 
puppet government simply called forth 
the highest manifestation of this patriotic 
self-sacrifice, he argues. He hateti both 
the Nazis and the old marshal but dealt 
with them to soften the blow which had

There is an equally passionate statement 
by his lawyers, And in the appendix, there 
are extracts from the 
reports of various 
Nazi officials, pur- 
porting to indicate 
that they were con- 
vinced he dealt with 
them only to insure 
for France the most 
lenient treatment 
possible, 

The development 
of this theme, how- 
ever, becomes a case 
of protesting too 
much. Laval actually 
contradicts himself. 
After stressing his 
influence on the ene- 
mies of France, Laval on other occasions 
claims that he was quite powerless to per- 
suade them. When it suits his purpose, he 
is theit subtle master. When the other 
role seems more appropriate, he is their 
helpless victim. This narrative is not the 
work of an objective historian, but the spe- 
cial pleading of a wily lawyer. 


History may some day decide that Laval 
was less diabolical than he has been paint- 
ed. He may have lacked the imagination 
and the daring to be an arch villain. He 
may have been more shifty than boldly 
evil. He was always an opportunist. He 
continued to be one in France’s dark days. 
Whether this opportunism was patriotic or 
selfish his countrymen have decided.

Richard George 
Voge, retired, a commander of 
sumbarines in the Pacific during 
World War II., died today in a 
hospital.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 — The 
lands division of the Department 
of Justice has recommended to 
Solicitor General Philip Perlman 
that suit be brought against the 
State of Texas for judicial de- 
termination of the ownership of 
the Texas tidelands, it was learned 
today. 

The final decision on filing suit 
will be made by Attorney General 
Tom C. Clark, who indicated 
months ago at a congressional 
hearing that he intended to pro- 
ceed against his native state, but 
who withheld action. There were 
reports in Washington today that 
Clark might resign his post soon to 
accept a top position with the 
Texas Co., one of the largest oil 
firms in the southwest, but Clark 


was in Florida and could not be 
reached for a statement. 


If Clark does resign, there is 
speculation that the President 
might name Clark Clifford of St. 
Louis, Truman’s White House 
counsel and intimate adviser, to 


his place. 
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Complications in Case. 


Although the Justice Depart- 
ment won a clear-cut victory be- 
fore the Supreme Court in its own- 
ership claim on the marginal sea 
off the coast of California, depart- 
ment attorneys acknowledge pri- 
vately at least that the case of 
Texas is far more complicated. 
Texas, it is pointed out, entered 
the union as an indépendent and 
sovereign commonwealth, having 
established itself as a separate na- 
tion following the war with Mexico 
in 1848. It thus claims that it did 
not surrender to the federal gov- 
ernment such rights as control 
over the tidelands area—technical- 
ly called the marginal sea, extend- 
ing from low tide to the three-mile 
mark in the Gulf of Mexico. 


The lands division of the Justice 
Department, it was learned on 
good authority, has taken a con- 
trary view, however, and believes 
that action against Texas .should 
be started in the near future. How 
ever, such action may be post- 
poned until a special master ap- 
pointed earlier this year by the 
Supreme Court has concluded his 
determination of the California 
tidelands dispute. This dispute re- 
volves around the boundaries of 
the so-called tidelands, with Call- 
fornia maintaining that San Pedro

TOKYO, Japan. 

T is pretty safe to say that no radio program 
| in Japan is. more listened to by the Japanese 

than a nightly 15-minute one called “Come- 
Come Baby.” 

It gets its name 
from its theme 
song, a lilting little 
number that says, 
“Come-Come Baby, 
and learn the Eng- 
lish language.” 

The 15 minutes of 
“Come-Come Baby” 
are devoted to con- 
versational English. 
That is, English as 
Americans speak it. 
It is aimed at the 
thousands of Jap- 
anese youngsters, 
ranging in age from 
10 to 20, who are 
studying English. 

In short, the program’s target is the group which 
makes up the new Japan. They saw the war, 
remember it, but were too young to fight in it. 

Nancy Echols, teen- age daughter of Col. M. P. 
and Mrs. Echols, was on the program a few 
weeks ago. Nancy, a typical bobby-soxer, told 
the listeners about America as she knew it— 
America with its jitterbugging, ice cream sodas, 
top-down convertibles, saddle shoes, blue jeans 
and, well, just what a normal American girl of 
her age knows about.

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When Ike Saw the Opening at Remagen Bridge, He Made a Quick Decision

Eisenhower Was My Boss’ 


HE vast operation to clear 
T everything west of the Rhine 

began on February 8 with 
a strong offensive from the 
Nijmegen area. General Ike was 
jubilant next day, although bedded 
down with his bad leg. The doc- 
tor from London, over to try 
another diagnosis, ordered a 
thirty-six-hour rest. And, to every- 
one’s surprise, the Supreme Com- 
mander followed orders. He had 
a telephone moved to his bedside, 
of course, so as to keep in touch 
with the new attack. 


On February 10, First Army 
reported the last and most im- 
portant Roer dam, Schwammen- 
auel, in safe hands—clearing the 
way for Ninth Army’s moonlight 
assault on February 23, as the 
other half of Monty’s northern 
drive to push to the Rhine. Gen- 
eral Eisenhower, meanwiille, con- 
tinued to encounter difficulties, 
both personal and official. He 
had a growth taken from his 
back, leaving him, as he phrased 
it, “in stitches.” 


The twenty-second of February 
was a big day at headquarters, 
even though the Supreme Com- 
mander was down in Normandy 
inspecting troops and Red Cross 
clubs with General Lear. First 
of all, it was the start of a truly 
gigantic air assault to clear the 
way for Monty’s Big Push a 
month later. Secondly, Ninth 
Army launched its attack toward 
the Rhine to link up with the 
Canadian thrust pushed out a 
fortnight before. Thirdly, it was 
the day of our last move in 
France, to Rheims, heart of the 
famous champagne country. 


Rheims “Ransse” to the 
French, “Reams” to the troops— 
gave SHAEF better access to 
forward areas, in keeping with 
the Eisenhower dictum. But the 
space and the furnishings were 
a comedown from the Trianon in 
Versailles. Instead of a grand 
hotel in the shadow of a royal 
palace, we now worked in an old 
red schoolhouse. Later the site 
was to become historic; in Feb- 
ruary, more than two months be- 
fore the surrender ceremonies, it 
was only an old red schoolhouse, 
nothing more. 

March battle news came in like 
a lion. The day of our arrival 
back in Rheims Monty’s Canadian 
and American armies linked up in 
the Geldern sector. Three days 
later, Cologne fell to the First 
Army. That same night, March 7, 
Gen. Bradley telephoned the Su- 
preme Commander with electrify- 
ing news: a small armored spear- 
head had found a bridge still in- 
tact over the Rhine, the Luden- 
dorff railway bridge at Remagen. 


Gen. Ike acted with a born 
soldier’s lightning-fast decision: 
grab it, pour in everything we 
have, get not less than five divi- 
sions across as soon as possible. 
This was a superb example of

N general the type hand with 
which you double on your first 
play is one with’ a low un- 

matched total. Thus, you hold: 
8s 7h 7d 7c 5s 4h 2d 2c As Ad 


This is not a particularly good 
hand as regular gin hands go but 
it is a fine hand to double with. 

If your opponent has a bad hand 
and refuses the double you will 
win 10 points plus the difference 
between his unmatched total (he 
can lay off the seven of spades if 
he has it) and your unmatched 
total of 23. 

This may amount to as much as 
40 points and ig a great deal more 
than you would win if you simply 
played along with this hand. 

If he refuses the double he will 
probably wind up winning the 
hand from you, but in that case 
your loss won't be cataclysmic. 
You start with only 23 points in 
unmatched cards. The odds are 
that you will be able to reduce 
that total further before the hand 
ends. N 

Here is a fine gin hand but a 
poor double: : 

Qs Qh Js 10h 10d 9d 2s 2h 2d 2c 


If you double and your opponent 
refuses you won’t win much more 
than the 10-point refusal bonus. 
After all you have an unmatched 
total of 59. 

If you double and he accepts 
you may be lucky enough to gin 
in two picks. But suppose he 
knocks before you match up any 
of your high cards. You will lose 
over a hundred points. Finally, if 
he redoubles you just cannot af 
ford to accept. :

At 
eight o'clock the night of the 
twenty-third, Monty loosed his 
famous Desert Rat barrage 
against the east bank of the 
Rhine, When British commandos 
entered Wesel an hour later, they 
found the sector so completely 
bombed and shelled that only 36 
casualties were reported in the 
taking of the

crossed over on the left; the 
American Ninth Army, on the 
right. 

At 1°%o'’clock in the morning of 
March 24, the airborne attack be- 
gan, the two divisions making 
contact by ‘afternoon. This two- 
hour landing represented an his- 
toric degree of planning, timing 
and fighting—a peak of joint ef- 
fort by two Allies. As General 
Eisenhower described it in his re- 
port to the Combined Chiefs: “An 
Allied operation in the fullest 
sense.” 


After all these campaigns up to 
the Rhine and the crossings them- 
selves, I lost interest in the grand 
strategy. From then on, like 
everyone else, I became lost in the 
confusing but exciting avalanche 
of individual victories and new 
advances and mass surrenders 
which made up the month, of 
April. 

The first fortnight of April was 
a field-day of Allied reports: Kes- 
sel cleared : Weimar and 
Erfurt cleared . . Ninth and 
First Armies encircle Ruhr poeket, 
largest double envelopment in his- 
tory, trapping twenty-one divi- 
sions Prisoners become a 
problem . Ruhr pocket split in 
two .. . Karlsruhe, Schweinfurt. 
Rheine fall. Fourth Armored 
at outskirts of Chemnitz 0 
Jena cleared... 


On April 27, General Eisen- 
hower sent two staff officers to 
Holland. They found General 
Blaskowitz unwilling to consider 
surrender as long as any form 
of resistance continued inside Ger- 
many. 

On April 29, the Supreme Com- 
mander sent Beetle, along with 
other Allied staff officers and a 
Russian representative, 
General Blaskowitz. Both sides 
agreed to the truce, the Germans 
re-emphasizing their promises, the 
Allies postponing any further ad- 
vance. 

That same day General Alex- 
ander messaged General Eisen- 
hower the Germans in north Italy 
would surrender effective at noon, 
May 2. f

At midnight the German radio 
announced Adolf Hitler has died 
at his post.

says, “just an ordinary wrestler 
trouping around. Today he’s still 
just an ordinary wrestler, but 
when he got the idea of going into 
the ring with a valet and putting 
on a lot of lah-de-dah, he became 
a colorful wrestler.” 

Colorful is a mild word for Gor- 
geous George. He wears his hair 
long and keeps it beautifully mar- 
celled. When he walks into the 
ring, he comes down the aisle 
wearing one of his 60 gorgeous 
gowns—they are more gowns than 
robes—some of which have been 
designed by the well-known, in- 
cluding Adrian of Hollywood. 
One of his favorites is made of 
black marquisette, embroidered 
with gold thread and lined with 
black satin. It’s too ducky for 
words. All his robes are made 
with wide, full skirts. “I do like 
a full skirt,” he once told an in- 
terviewer. 


Before he gets to the ring, his 
valet is there ahead of him. The 
valet wears formal afternoon dress 
and carries the atomizer, filled 
with George No. 1, which he 
squirts all around the ring. He 
then lays a prayer rug in the 
corner for George to stand on. 
George now has a new valet 
named Jeffry. His most famous 
valet was named Tommy, but they 
came to a parting of the ways be- 
cause of professional jealousy. 
Tommy was a hash slinger whom 
George had found in a restaurant 
in Russellville,’ Ark. They got 
along fine until the boys began 
telling Tommy he was really more 
important to the act than George, 
and Tommy believed it. He kept 
padding his part, adding bits of 
business here and there which 
weren’t in the script, unti] the 
inevitable happened. 


George plays his role both on 
and off the stage. “When he 
writes to me,” says Sam Muchnick 
with a puzzled and slightly worried 
look,” he signs it ‘Gorgeous.’ And 
the other day he called me long 
distance about a match, and he 
said, ‘hello, Sam; this is Gor- 
geous.’” Sam studied the far wall. 
He looked like a man baffled by 
the imponderable and hoping it 
wasn't so. “It’s a trend,” he said, 
“and I qpn't know what it’s going 
to do to wrestling.” 


A somewhat similar reaction was 
registered by Red Smith, the 
sports columnist, who was first 
exposed to George in a New York 
beauty salon, and who recorded 
the experience as follows:

ELL, the back room of this

South’s second bid was decided- 
ly conservative, but he felt that in 
view of his singleton diamond, it 
might not be wise to make the 
semi-forcing jump rebid of three 
spades. After North carried the 
actual rebid to two no-trump, 
South “came to life.” 


West opened the diamond king. 
The ace won, and, noting that he 
could well afford to lose one spade 
trick, one heart and one club, 
South cashed the two top spades. 
East’s showing out on the second 
round was a severe shock, but un- 
fortunately, there was nothing 
that declarer could do to save 
himself. West was assured of two 
trump tricks with his queen and 
jack, and declarer had no place 
to put his losing heart and his 
losing club. 

Admittedly, South had bad luck . 
to find a four-one trump break. 
But such a distribution is by no 
means remote, occurring about 28 
per cent of the time, and therefore 
it would have been sound tech- 
nique to guard against the condi- 
tion that actually existed, since 
this could be done without any 
real risk. At the second trick 
South should have ruffed a dia- 
mond. It was extremely improb- 
able that this could cost anything 
—and observe what it would have 
gained! South would now lay 
down the top trumps, and, seeing 
the break, he would cash his top 
hearts (to get them home), lead 
a club to dummy, ruff another dia- 
mond, lead another club and ruff 
a third diamond. This would give 
South five of his six trumps, two 
hearts, one diamond and two 
clubs, for the highly desirable total 
of 10 tricks.
